Wardmen Top ‘Little School’ Competition In Easter Relays; Dons Clubbed 
Topped 77-59 By Power-Laden USC Trobabes In F riday Meet By E.C. Batmen

Breaking two school records 
while losing to the potent USC 
Frosh, Coach Ward’s trackmen are 
waiting to ambush the Fullerton 
Hornets this afternoon at the SAC 


oval. 
SC’s Frosh, poche the strong- 
est in that school’s history, drop- 
ped the Dons to the tune of 77 to 
55. Bob Lawson, outstanding all- 
around athlete for the Frosh, led 
the scoring with 27 poe, win- 
ning four events and placing in 
two. Lawson, undoubtedly looking 
ahead to the decathlon at the 1956 
Olympics, won the high hurdles, 
low hurdles, high jump, and discus 
event, placing in the javelin and 
shot put. : 

Tom Noll, Don half miler, mark- 
ed up a new school record in that 
event nosing out SC’s Anderson in 
the time of 1:55.6. The former 
Don recordholder was Jack Wilcox 

.in 1953 with a time of 1:57. 

The Trobabe’s Max Truex 
missed his own school’s record in 
the two mile event by only two 
seconds while running a brilliant 
9:18.8. Truex is the holder of the 
national high school mile record, 
set last year in Indiana. 

During the Easter holidays, the 
Don’s copped the Championship 
trophy of the small school division 


in the Santa Ana Easter Relays, 
winning over Harbor, Mt. SAC, 
Fullerton, Taft, Glendale, Porter- 
ville, Citrus, Riverside, and Chaf- 
fey. The Don 480 yd. shuttle hurd- 
lers equaled the national JC record 
in this event, established last year 
also by the Dons. 


Prior to the Easter Relays, the 
SAC trackmen lowered the boom 
on Pasadena, Riverside, San Ber- 
nardino, and the UCLA Frosh in 
triangular meets. Rafer Johnson, 
of the UCLA Frosh, pressed Larry 
Holcombe to a new school record 
in the shot put'at the SAC-UCLA 
Frosh meet. Holcombe‘s toss of 
50 ft. 1 in. surpassed -Frank Min- 
ini’s throw of 48 feet 10 inches in 
1941, and established Holcombe 
as one of the all-time great SAC 
weightmen. 

In their final dual meet of the 
year, the Dons host the Fullerton 
Hornets at 3 p.m. today on the 
SAC field. The Hornets are not 
given much of a chance to upset 
the Don’s applecart, but do have, 
however, two outstanding ‘track- 
men in Schwikert in the middle 


distance races and Chase in the 22 


shot put. 

After today’s meet, the Dons 
will look ahead to the Eastern 
Conference Preliminaries at 
Orange Coast April 27, and the
